Washington. Oct. 3.— An 
interest­ 
ing turn was 
giveu to the Schley 
co urt ct inquiry by the qpt reduction 
• of the 
first 
witness 
in 
Admiral 
Schley’s behalf. 
This was Lieuten­ 
ant James J. Doyle, who was a watch 
officer on board the flagship Brook­ 
lyn during the war with Spain. 
The 
tact that Lieutenant Doyle was put 
on the stand does not mean that the 
navy department has concluded the 
i lese ntation cf its side ut the case. 
Mr. Doyle was called by the depart­ 
ment, but as it also had been the pur 
pose of Admiral Schley to summon 
him, advantage was taken of his pres­ 
ence on the stand to question him 
as an original witness for “the appli­ 
cant.” 
He was under examination by 
Mr. Rayner in the interest of tho ad­ 
miral when tho court adjourneu until I 
today. 
Lieut. Doyle Testified. 
Before undergoing examination at , 
Mr. Rayner’s hands Lieutenant Doyle, 
At Captain Lemly’s request, explained 
bis part in the battle of July 3, and 
his original entry in the ship’s log 
concerning the famous loot) and his 
^Relation of that entry because he 
subsequently discovered that his first 
entry had been erroneous. 
Lieutenant Commander Sharp, who 
commanded 
the 
Vixen 
during the 
-Ava iii sh war, also 
gave 
testimony, 
i w . n g especial attention to notes of 
'the battle of July 3, made by Lieuten 
ant Harlow, of his ship. 
Admiral 
Evans, 
Captain 
Sigsbec 
ana Correspondent Dieuattc were all 
recalled tor the purpose of correcting 
their testimony as given Tuesday, and 
all made additional statements. 
The testimony of Lieutenant Doyle 
was in part as follows: 
“How did you come to enter in the 
ship s log that the vessel turned with 
a starboard helm? 
Do you recognize 
that log (handing him the log of the 
Brooklyn) ? 
"J do.” 
The witness then, in response to a 
request, read to the court that part 
of the log book which relates to the 
turning of the port helm, as follows: 
“At ii:30 went to quarters for mus­ 
ter and inspection, and immediately 
afterwards tne Spanish squadron was 
not,cod 
coining out of the harbor. 
'the leading ship, the Maria Teresa, 
flagship, opened fire at once. 
This 
ship 
(the Brooklyn) 
aud the other 
vessels, namely. Texas, Oregon, In­ 
diana, Iowa, Vixen 
and Gloucester, 
engaged the 
enemy at once. 
The 
enemy stood towards us at first, then 
put helm aport and stood along shore, 
close in to the westward. 
We 
en­ 
gaged with 
port 
battery at first, 
standing in tor the Maria Teresa, the 
Colon and the Viscaya, all three of 
which we engaged, but just as soon 
as the enemy stood to the westward

The witness then stated that the 
original entry in th** log had made it 
appear that the helm was put to star­ 
board instead of to port, as it ap 
pears in the permanent 
log.

change, he said, had been made on 
the atli of July, two days after the ac­ 
tion. 
Asked 
why he changed 
it, 
Mr. 
Doyle said: 
"I changed it after J had 
had a discussion with Sharp. 
I had 
been under the impression, as I have 
stated, that we had 
turned with a 
starboard helm. 
Sharp was aboard 
the Brooklyn on July a, to luncheon 
with us, aud I had a discussion with 
bim on that day on that subject 
I 
think that is the time I changed it.” 
“Do you know whether the neviga 
tor had then signed the log as cor­ 
rect?" 
“* do not, sir .” 
“Why were the interlined words put 
in?’’ 
“They were put in. I think—in fact. 
I know—at the suggestion of some 
person, probably the navigator. 
They 
were put in evidently aftei the log 
was written up. because they are in­ 
terlined.” 
Mr. Rayner took the witness aDd 
asked him if it was uoi true that the 
change in the log was not due to an 
sri or on the part of the witness and 
to no desire upon the part of anybody 
to falsify the facts? 
“Absolutely,” was the response. 
Mr. Rayner stated to the court that 
it was his desire to treat Lieutenant 
Doyle 
as 
a 
witness for Admiral 
Schley. 
To this the court assented. 
Mr. Doyle said in part, in response 
to questions 
by 
Mr. Rayner. that 
w’hile at K**y West, which port the 
Brooklyn had left at the head of the 
Hying squadron on May 19. 1898. he 
had 
heard 
nothing of the Spanish 
beet, nor had he then been informed 
of a secret code of signals arranged 
by Captain McCalla for commuulcat 
ing with the Cuban insurgents. 
He said that he had observed three 
lights, which looked like bonfires, on 
the shore each night that the squad ' 
ron lay off Cienfuegos. but that neitli 
cr he nor anyone else on board, so I 
far as he knew', understood their pur 
port. 
He also told of a recognizance 
of the harbor at Cienfuegos on the 
evening of the 22d of May; of the. 
conversation with the officers of the 
British ship Aula, and of the arrival 
of the Marblehead and the departure 
cf the entire squadron for Santiago I 
a ft* r the last named vessel had made 
communication with the Cubans on 
shore. 
Then, he said, on the night of the 
Lith, ships formed in squadron and 
6farted eastward, the speed at first I 
being nine knots an hour, but* after­ 
wards being reduced to accommodate 
the small vessels, the Vixen and the 
Eagle. 
When they made their start 
there was quite a suif, a “long swell 
of the sea,” and on the 2f»th 
the 
weather was still worse, making it 
veiy difficult for the yachts to keep 
up. 
Lieutenant 
Doyle 
placed the dis­ 
tance of the American fleet off ban­ 
a g o from the mouth of the harbor 
ft from three to four miles, and said 
there were picket boats on the inside 
of the line. 
Speaking of the bom­ 
bardment of the Colon on the 31st of 
May. he and Mr. Rayner designating

reconnoisance, Lieutenant 
Doyle said that its effect had been 
to develop the fact that the Spaniards 
had new guns in their land batteries.
